FOUR PLUNGE 


TO DEATH IN 
ICY WATERS 


Fishermen Drown in Nor- 
thern Lake Despite 
Rescue Attempt 


Exclusive to Edmonton Bulletin 

ATIKAMEG, Alta., Nov, 21— 
Ravaged with sickness and nearly 
naked, Pat McDermott, Grouard 
fi herman, made a desperate effort 
save the lives of his ‘two brothers, 
George and Tom, and their com- 
panions, Joe and Francis Karisfell, 
when the quartet plunged to their 
death in the icy waters of Big Whites 
fish lake, 40 miles north of here, 

With severe storms lashing the lake 
and sending drifting ice floes back 
and forth, the five men feared for 
their nets, and the attempt to recover 
these was the indirect cause of the 
tragedy 
Camped on an island, the four who 
were later drowned set out for the 
place where the nets were, while Pat 
McDermott, who was severely ill, 
stayed in bed in the rough shelter put 
up by the five men, 

Although it was 144 miles over the 
treacherous ice to where the netS were 
sunk, Pat McDermott heard the yella 
as the ice gave way under the men 
and plunged them into the lake, 

Drawing a boat out over the tee, 
McDermott paddled desperately when 


he reached the water, and arrived at 
the nets just in time to pull out 
George, who died as he was dragged 


into the boat, 

Exhaus‘ed by his illness and his ef- 
forts, Pat McDermott was overcome 
and drifted idly in the boat all night 
with the dead man until he was spied 
by Thos, Bone, a wandering Indian 
hunter, some time the next day 

The Indian thought a first that 
both of the st ange white men he had 
found in the boat were dead, but Pat 
McDermott revived after the Indian 
had dragged him out of the boat and 
over the ice to the shore where he 
had lit a big fire. 

Despite the aid given by the Indian, 
the only surviving McDermott is not: 
expected to live,

He 
himself follows a very democratic idea 
of God, in that there is a Unity in all 
things. “His religion is to him a vital 
part, not a beautiful abstracijon.” 

In addition to his literary work, 'Ta- 
gore has been notable as «a social 
worker, touching life on all sides. He| 
is today a powerful instrument in| 
India’s awakening. 

“Despite his work in other lines,” 
Miss Maryatt in closing said, “it 1s 
doubtful if coming ages will ever 
know him by any finer title than ‘the 
poet of India’s Renaissance’.

Arctic one Comes 


“Out” To Civilization 


Captain Klengenberg’s Ca- 
reer in Far North Reads | 
Like Jack London Novel | 


Exclusive to Edmonton Bulletin 

VANCOUVER, B.C., Nov. 21—This 
metropolitan gateway to the Canadian 
northwest today harbors two extreme- | 
ly puzzled visitors—adult human be-| 
ings who had never before seen an | 
nutomobile, an electric light, a bath- | 
tub, a street car, a moving picture 
theatre, a radio or any other of the 


commonplace parts of the modern 
world. 
These visitors are two Eskimos from 


under the Arctic Rim—Uyohayk Rau 
whose name means “Small Rock,” and 
his wife, Eatne, Eatna, daughter of 
an Eskimo mother and a white father 
was brought here that she might en- 
ter a modern hospital to recover from 
an attack of pleurisy. 
Like Jack London Novel 
The two reached Vancouver on 


the Hudson Bay trading steamer, | 
Baychimo, and went at once to the 
home of LEatha’s father, Captain 
Christian Klengenberg, dean of the 
Arctic fur traders, who retired from ac- 
tive work a few years ago, And their 
visit, striking and unusual as it was, 
called to mind the fact that Captain | 
Klengenberg's story 1s as romantic and | 
colorful as a Jack London novel. 

Born in Denmark 61 years ago, 
Captain Klengenberg came to Am-| 
erlea at the age of 16, signed on a) 
Norwegian sailing ship and went to 
China, For four years he sailed on 
ships in the Pacific trade; then he} 
signed with a vessel bound for Alaska, 
and from that time on his fortune was | 
tied up with the northland. 

In 1908 he was the central fig-| 
ure in an abs sorbing legal drama, | 


Fought Duel On Ship | 
Skipper of the whaling ship Olga 


| he was taken to San Francisco to be 


tried for murder. He had killed a 
member of hig crew in a gun duel, 
while his ship was far in the frozen 
north, 

t the trial it developed that Klen- | 
gonberg’s crew had mutinied. The | 
ring leader was his personal enemy. | 


| It was agreed that the mutiny be set- 


tled by a gun duel between the caps | 
tain and the leader of the mutineers. | 

So, far in the northland, the crew 
lined up to watch the two men shoot | 
it out. Captain Klengenberg won | 
killing his rival after each man had | 
fired two shots. 

The court acquitted him, and he re- 
turned to his trading business, 

The northland fascinated Captain 
Klengenberg, and in the nineties he 
had married an Eskimo wife at Vic- 
torla Land on Coronation Gulf, Eight 
children were born to them, and they | 
lived happily and in contentment far 
from civilization 

Returns to Civilization 

Two years ago Captain Klengen- 
berg, having saved enough money to 
keep him in comfort for the rest of his | 
days, retired and decided to return to 
civilization. He came to Vancouver, | 
bought a house and settled down to} 
live the pleasant Hfe of a retired sea 
captain, His wife, being aged, prefer- 
red to remain in the Arctic. His | 
daughters were all married to Eskimo | 


youths, and his sons had established | 
themselves in the north, So Captain 
Klengenberg came here alone,
